In their report on agricultural conditions 
in the Ivish Free State on the lst of this 
month, the Departinent of Agriculture state 
that in January on a situationg in a few 
counties some ploughing of lea wag 
attempted ; little progress, however, was made 
with the work, which is not considered to he 
so well advanced as at the corresponding 
period last var. 

In dry areas of some of the Midland 
counties pastures are stated to be ill carry. 
ing a fair covering of grass, but in most other 
counties grazing fields have become practi. 
cally bare. Roots and hay ave, however, 
maintained in ample supply and are being 
liberaliv fed. In addition, substantial stock, 
of home-produced grain, in the = form of 
crushed oats and barley meal, are available, 
and are being used to replace purchased 
cakes and meals. In some districts pur- 
chased meals are being fed more extensively 
than in recent winters to dairy cows, fatten 
ing stock and pigs. In Southern counties 
Indian meal, which can be bought at slight|, 
aver 10s: per cwt., as well as pollard aye 
being bought in larger quantities than usual 
fov feeding to bacon pigs. Market prices 
for such quantities of first crop hay as were 
sold vary from £2 10s. to per ton, of 
old meadow from £2 10s. down to as low 
as £1 10s per ton; turnips made from 13s, 
to 22s. per ton. and mangolds from 2s. to 
22s. 6d. per ton. 

GRAIN PRICES. 

Trade in grain was practically confined to 
the sale of small quantities of oats main|y 
for feeding purposes. In ‘the Midland 
counties prices ranged from Ills. to 12%. 64, 
and 13s. per barrel (14 stones) for white oats, 
and from 10s. to Ils. per barrel for black 
oats. In some parts of County Cork prices 
for oats showed a rising tendency, and good 
samples of white oats sold at up to 8s. 6d. 
per ewt.: in other parts the general run of 
prices for white feeding oats was 7s. 10d. 
per cwt. and for black feeding oats 6s. 10d 
cwt. Samples suitable for seed sold at 
rom ls. to ls. 6d. per cwt. higher. No 
sales of barley were reported; the small 
quantities of wheat sold for seed in a few 
counties brought from 2s. to 2s. 6d. per 
stone. | 
FLAX, 

In County Cork only a few lots of flay 
have as yet been scutched: yields are stated 
to be good and to range from 30 to 40 
stones - statute acre. No sales have bee) 
made, but a price of 8s. per stone has bee) 
offered for one or two lots. In County Cavan 
growers are satisfied with the yield and 
quality of the crop. Much dissatisfaction 
however, exists at the poor demand and the 
low prices current, which average about 
8s. 6d. per stone. 

i POTATOES. 

Stocks of potatoes are large, but onl 
moderate quantities are being marketed. 
Demand continues steady, and prices range 
from 3s. 6d. to 5s. per ewt, in Midland 
markets. In County Wexford, owing to 
the limited demand for shipping, only sma!! 
quantities were sold to local buyers at prices 
varying from £4 10s. to £5 per ton. In 
South-East Cork old Champions and Arran 
Chief met with best demand. Prices there 
were from 3s. 6d. to 6s. per cwt., according 
to variety; in other parts of the county the 
run of scans prices was from 5s. to 5s .6d. 
per cwt. n South Tipperary Champions 
and Kerr’s Pink sold at from 4s. to 4s. 6d. 
per cwt. In the Western counties prices 
varied from 6d. to 10d. per stone. In the 
Athlone seed potato-growing area of County 
Roscommon seed Epicure sold at £4 pe 
ton, Kerr’s Pink at £5 per ton, and British 
Queen, Sharpe’s Express and Duke of York 
at £6 10s. per ton. Tubers generally are 
stated to be keeping well in pits with little 
traces of sprouting. 

WINTER WHEAT AND CATCH CROPS. 


Brairds of winter wheat are heelthy and 


well advanced though a few late-sown fields 
look backward and were checked in growth 
by the severe weather of January. The 
area under wheat this year is reported from 
many counties to be greatiy increased, and 
would have been stil Ilarger but for the un- 
favourable sowing conditions during January. 
It is anticipated that a considerable amount 
of sowing will be done as soon as soil and 
weather conditions permit in February. 
Catch crops are progressing fairly well, but 
in some cases were beaten down by the storms 
of January. In West Cork it is considered 
that plots will not. be fit for cutting so 
early as usual. In Laoighis and Count, 
Carlow plots of rape and rye with vetches 
are doing well. In County Kilkenny rape 
is expected to be fit for use at the beginning 
of April and rye with. vetches at the end 
of April. In South Tipperary plots are de- 
scribed as well forward and promise to ha 
ready for cutting in April. In County Gal. 
way the crops of rape, Italian rye grass, and 
vetches with rye are stated to be forward in 
growth. In County Westmeath rape is 
already being used on some farms. ; 

i  GATTLE AND MILK, 

Supplies of cattle on offer at fairs during 
the month were small, especially fat cattie. 
rade, however, was better than in the pre- 
vious month and prices somewhat higher. 

Supplies of milk to creameries continued to 
be small, but in some counties were con. 
sidered to be well up to norma] and better 
than for the same period of last year. ‘Ihe 
average price paid by creameries (separated 
milk being returned) were in Leinster from 
6d, to 7d. per gallon; in Munster from 5/4. 
to 73d. per gallon; in Ulster 7id. per gallon, 
and in Connacht 614. per gallon. : 

TRADE FOR SHEEP AND PIGS. 

Trade in sheep showed some improvement. 
and in Western fairs prices were estimated 
to have advanced 5s. per head from tie 
previous month, 

Pigs were offered in satisfactory supply a! 
markets, and prices remained firm at ful!) 
previous month s rates. A considerable num 
ber of porker pigs were sold in variou 
counties; the price obtained for those de 
spatched to Smithfield from West Cork bein: 
105s. to 107s. per cwt. dead weight. Report! 
from many counties indicate that a lars 
number of pigs are being fattened, and the 
output at markets is likely to be well main 
tained throughout the spring months. More 
sows are being put to breed; in County Ros- 
common young sows for breeding are in keen 
demand, and in thet county boar owners 
state that the number of sows which have 
been served shows an increase. 

_. BETTER SALE FOR HORSES. 

Sales of horses were not so difficult to 
effect, and trade for these showed slight im 
provement. In County Kilkenny fairs were 
well su pees and good farm horses broug!'

THINGS THAT LOOM LARGE. 


Mr. Richard Mulcahy, T.D., addressing a 
meeting of the Cumann na nGaedheal last 
night in Dublin, emphasised some things that 
he said loomed large in the foreground of 
the present social and economic position. 
There was one symptom of very olid im 
provement, and that was that the twenty- 
six counties—those which stood for the 
traditional Irish nation—had recovered com 
plete mastery of their internal and external 
affairs, and had secured international recog- 
nition of their State—if they had not quite 
secured international recognition of its com- 
plete sovereignty. Another encouraging 
symptom was that the majority of the people 
were driving ahead with their work of 
economic reconstruction, 

Dealing with capital and labour, he said 
that: in this country there was definite evi- 
dence of a reasonable spirit, and a more 
constructive approach to mutual problems 
than in other countries. The first step 
towards securing that enlightening spirit 
must be the realisation by capitalists and 
workers that they had a mutual country; 
that only their mutual efforts could enrich 
it, and that the enriching of their country 
by their mutual efforts must improve the 
conditions of both. The second step was in 
unfolding to them policies dealing with sgri- 
culture, industry, buail commerce,. educa- 
tion and housing. 

AGRIOULTURAL EDUCATION. 
Referring to the position of agriculture, 
which he reviewed at considerable length, he 
said that there had been a thorough laying 
of the foundation for agricultural education 
in the Free State, and the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation, which, as a result of the 
considerations of the Banking Commission, 
it. was proposed to establish, would provide 
the farmer with the. machinery for obtaining 
his rightful credit. 

Compared with agriculture, they could not 
be said to have an industrial policy, and the 
reasons were obvious; but it was clear that 
definite preliminaries towards such a policy 
had been taken.by the Government. Until 
they had reached the stage at which they 
could say that there were a certain group-or 
groups of industries which would be the 
foundation of their manufactures, their in- 
dustrial ship must be rudderless and anchor- 
less. The Tariff Commission would contri- 
bute to the examination of the general 
problem. <A very grave responsibility rested 
on Cumann na n 
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position it held, politically and nationally, 
as to what the next step must be, once the 
information provided by the census of pro- 
duction had been made available. To allow 
a review of tha whole ground to come about 
by a series of representations from existin 
manufacturers to the Tariff Commission cou! 
only meet one-half of the case, and could 
meet that only in a haphazard way. When 
it became clear what industries should form 
the foundation, State action would be re- 
quired to place them securely on their feet, 
whether by tariffs or such action ‘as Was 
taken in regard to the beet industry. 

THE MONETARY SYSTEM. 

Control over their monetary policy was an 
essential of the country’s sovereignty, and a 
change was now to be made. They required 
at present the fullest possible discussion as 
to why there should not be an amalgamation 
of banks. They also required an examination 
of the possible circumstances in which they 
might desire to slip their currency from that 
of Britain. 

With regard to transport, he said that the 
time had come when an inquiry should be 
made into the competition of motor transport 
with that of railways. They could not afford 
to have capital sunk in railways or motor 
companies that would not givo a return. 

Other questions referred to were those of 
university education, housing, and emigration. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. ) ulcahy 
for his address, Mr. Kevin J. Kenny said 
that the most serious aspect of the country’s 
situation was the question of emigration, 
which was sapping the life of the nation. 
The.only possible remedy was the hurrying 
forward, on the part of the Tariff Commission 
and the Government, for the development of 
the industrial life of the country, of protec- 
tion. If necessary, they might have to go 
further, with this adverse balance of eighteen 
millions against them, and advocate the total 
prohibition of imports until their economic 
position was Tignes. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Henry Murphy seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was ‘passed with acclamation,

him. There are no changes of note in the

ENDORSEMENTS. 

The third part of the bill deals with the 
endorsement of licences, and, with the ex- 
ception of the attachment of a lifetime period 
to the licence and an appeal to the Circuit 
Court on endorsement, there is scarcely any 
amendment of the existing law. 

It is proposed that the first endorsement 
shal] have a lifetime of five years, the 
second endorsement a lifetime of seven years, 
and the third endorsement a lifetime of 
ten years, thus emabling the licence-holder 
at the end of any of these specified periods 
to begin business afresh with a clean licence. 

Three convictions, however, in any one 
lifetime period wil) cause the forfeiture of 
the licence. Automatic endorsement re- 
mains, but there is an appeal to the Circuit 
Court, the decision of which is final.

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The Liquor Bill. 


The text of the Free State Intoxicating 
Liquor Bill, which has been causing such 
a fluttering in the dovecotes of the licensed 
trade, was issued yesterday. It follows 
closely the published forecasts of its pro- 
visions, and may be said, with certain 
modifications, to embody the main pro- 
posals: of the Liquor Commission of 
1925. We may say atwonce that, in our 
opinion, it is am excellent measure. The 
Minister for Justice has had the ‘courage 
of his convictions, and, despite the threats 
of the ‘‘trade’’ in regard to the forth- 
coming general election, has insisted on 
drastic reforms which ought to meet. with 
the approval of all sensible men. The 
Bill falls into three main categories. The 
first deals with hours of. sale, the second 
with the endorsement of licences, and the 
third with the all-important question of 
the reduction of the number of public- 
houses in the Free State. So far as 
hours of sale are concerned, the Bill ought 
to give’ general _ satisfaction. Mr. 
O'Higgins proposes that henceforward 
public-houses in the county boroughs shall 
be open on ordinary week-days from 10 
a.m. until 10 -p.m., with a two hours’ 
interval from 3 to 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon, during which no drink may be sold. 
On Saturdays. the hours will be from 10 
a.m. until 9.30 p.m., with the same after- 
noon interval, while on Sundays and St. 
Patrick's Days drink may be ‘sold only 
between the hours of 2 and 5 p.m. 
Christmas Day and Good Friday will be 
completely “ dry.” The hours for smaller 
towns and rural areas will vary slightly

privileges. Bona fide travellers will be 
recognised within ten miles of the cities, 
and six miles of country centres. 

In regard to the endorsement of licences, 
the process will be automatic. In other 
words, when a trader is convicted 
of an offence under the Act, his conviction 
will be recorded on his licence; the 
District Justice will have no discretionary 
powers. An appeal, however, will lie to 
the Judge of the Circuit Court, who will 
have power, although he may confirm the 
conviction, to cancel the endorsement of 
There will be no appeal from 
The “' life-time’ of 
In the case of a 
first conviction, a licence will be endorsed 
for a period of five years; a. second offence 
will be recorded for seven years, and ‘a 
third, or any subsequent offence, for ten 
years. At the end of every period the 
offender will begin again with a clean 
slate; but, 1f he should happen to be con- 
victed three times in any one “ life-time,”’ 
his licence will be forfeited. ‘All licence- 
holders, we presume, will start from 
scratch under the new Act: that is to say, 
no existing endorsement will be counted 
for -unrighteousness against them. . We 
fail to understand why the “' taade’”’ 
should make such a pother about these. pro- 
visions. Under the Act of 1924 there was 
an appeal against a conviction from a 
District Court to the High Court, and by 
changing the court of appeal to the 
Circuit Court the Minister has made a 
distinct concession: to the publicans. 
Furthermore, there has been far too much 
laxity concerning technical offences in 
the past. There can. be no excuse for 
systematic law-breaking, and no licence- 
holder who conducts his premises in a 
proper way need have the slightest cause 
for anxiety under the new Bill. Auto- 
matic endorsement is a salutary prin- 
ciple; and, now that the interests of 
the trader are being safeguarded. by the 
right of appeal to a Circuit Court, he has 
no legitimate: grievance.

they pay. This arrangement is scrupu- 
lously fair. Obviously, the publicans in 
any area will benefit by the extinction of 
their rivals’. licences, and equity demands 
that they should bear the full - cost. 
Altogether, the bill is a courageous and 
valuable measure, It will not solve the 
drink problem in the Free State, and we 
should like to have seen the abolition of 
‘mixed’ trading in the rural dis- 
tricts. Nevertheless, Mr. O'Higgins has 
taken an important step in the right direc- 
tion. Undoubtedly, the Bill will be sub- 
jected to severe and well-organised: 
criticism in its passage through the 
Oireachtas; for all the resources of the 
“ trade “ are likely to be mobilised against 
it. We hope, however, that Mr. O’ Higgins 
will stand fast. He is striking at the root 
of Ireland's greatest menace, and the 
enactment of his Bill will be a blessing for 


the country. 


' Disarmament. 


Yesterday it was announced that Mr. 
Coolidge, President of the United ' States 
of America, had taken steps to open 
negotiations for the further limitation of 
naval armaments. In 1921 the American 
Government called the Washington Con- 
ference of the Powers, and’ the threat of 
a renewed race in naval armaments was 
arrested by a treaty which fixed ratios 
of sea-power. The treaty, however, 
was incomplete. It imposed no restric-, 
tion upon the building of certain minor 
types of war vessel. Already the spirit 
of rivalry and suspicion has manifested 
itself. Large building programmes, 
particularly in light cruisers, have been 
adopted by certain Powers—especially 
Japan. The most pacific of nations, 
fearful of finding themselves at a dis- 
advantage, have been constrained to draw 
up plans for heavy building. In the making 
of peace, as in many other matters, there 
can be no halt without retrogression. Presi- 
dent Coolidge proposes, therefore, that the 
representatives of the Great Powers should 
come together again in order “to ascertain 
whether further limitation is practicable.”’ 
Every lover of peace must wish well to 
Mr. Coolidge’s efforts. Nevertheless, his 
proposal already has met a sharply critical 
reception in lands that may be said to. 


hold the balance of the world’s opinion. 


Japan, in particular—so far as can be 
judged from the comments of the Japanese 
Press—is by no means satisfied by the 
American proposals. The Washington 
Conference fixed the ratio in the posses- 
sion of capital ships between Britain, the, 
United States and Japan at 5:5:3. Since 
then, however, the Navy of the United’ 
States has been concentrated on the Pacific 
shore, and Britain has set about the con- 
struction of the great naval base at 
Singapore, which will enable her, at a 
short notice, to strike in the Pacific. Thus 
Japan is outclassed, in the only arena in 
which she is interested, virtually in the 
ratio of ten to three. From France objec- 
tions of “a different kind are brought 
against Mr. Coolidge’s proposals. French 
opinion seems to hold that to limit navies, 
while leaving armies and aerial armaments 
unchecked, will serve but feebly towards 
the preservation of the world’s peace. 
is in the happy position 
Asiatic or European nation 
can attack those Western territories 
by land or air. Only by sea can the 
United States be approached by any con- 
siderable enemy. If, then, naval arma- 
ments be limited to skeleton fleets for the 
policing of the seas, the United States 
will compete in the world’s markets un- 
hampered by any considerable burden of 
expenses for defence. It is held, there- 
fore, that the American proposals do not 
attack the real problem of the nations. 
Only in the League of Nations can pro- 
posals for disarmament. be reached which, 
by embracing land and air as well as the 
seas, will make a true peace possible.

Buyers of Books. 


To-day is the last day on which un- 
licensed street trading will be allowed in 
Dublin. Henceforward traders with stall, 
barrow or simple basket will be required 
to take out a licence, and even then to 
confine their activities to specified by- 
roads. Over 250 streets are banned 
altogether to street trading ; but we observe 
with interest that the trader in books— 
and he alone—will be free to carry on his 
business on Aston’s quay. It would be a 
sorry day if ever the book barrow were 
driven from the public highway. The

METHODS. 


MR. G. B, SHAW AIRS 
HIS VIEWS. 


Mr. Bernard Shaw, who was one of the 
speakers yesterday at the opening of an 
osteopathic clinic at Vincent square, 
London, founded by the British Osteo- 
pathic Association, assured his hearers 
that he was not an osteopathic ‘‘ fan,” 
or even an osteopath. He was getting 
into a frame of mind in which he was 
afraid to walk into St. Paul's or West- 
minster Abbey for fear that the London 
Press would declare the next morning that 
he had founded the Church of England. 
(Laughter. ) | 
“Speaking as an 
of the 


ordinary member 
public, the one thing he 
knew for certain about the ordinary 
unqualified registered doctor was that 
he did not know his business. (Laughter.) 
They were going to found a British 
Osteopathic Association, and were practi- 
cally compelled to do so because the 
British Medical Council were doing every- 
thing they could to discredit the technique 
of osteopathy. As a matter of fact, the 
Council should refuse to register a man 
unless he had the technique. 

A MODEST MAN. 

Doctors had claimed that they knew all 
about osteopathy, or that they could not 
afford the time to learn it, pointing out 
that already their training had occupied a 
long time. 

‘‘Some trade unions’ insisted on a five 
years apprenticeship,” continued Mr. 
Shaw, “and when the trained men were in 
the trenches during the war, we found 
that the average young weman could be- 
come fully trained in a fortnight. 

“1 will not say,” he added, “ that what 
some of these registered medical gentlemen 
learn in six years could be acquired by 
able-bodied young women in a fortnight. I 
have met gentlemen who were registered, 
and certainly all they knew I could:have 
acquired in five minutes; but that may be 
because I am.a man of extraordinary 
ability.” (Laughter.) 


OBSOLETE. 

Mr. Shaw suggested that the whole 
medical curriculum should be overhauled, 
and much of it scrapped as obsolete. 

“We are compelled to teach obsolete 
and discredited methods of practice be- 
cause the examiners are old-fashioned 
doctors who otherwise would not pass the 
students. (Laughter.) 

Many of the hard things that he said 
about doctors in public were told to him 
by doctors, whom. he had had as friends 
all his life, being very much interested in 
the profession. 


IS IT A ROMNEY? 
---—-}-—.--—- 
DUBLIN MAN’S PICTURE 
TAKEN TO LONDON, 


Dublin claims the latest addition to 
the supposed discoveries of unknown or 
forgotten works of the great painters. It 
“is announced that the foreman of a public- 
house and grocery business in Wexford 
street, Dublin, is the possessor of a 
Romney portrait of Nelson as a boy. 

It is said that Mr. Bernard Finegan, 
the foreman in Messrs. P. J. Dunne and 
Co.’s shop, 26 Wexford street, bought for 
a trifle from a customer of the house some 
time ago a canvas, on which was a portrait 
in oils of a boy in the costume of thie 
18th century. The seller got it from his 
father, who, it was believed, found it 
under the flooring of some portion of the 
Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, at the 
demolition of which he worked as a 
labourer. It looked as if it had been 
roug. ly cut from a frame, was oval in 
shape, with jagged edges, and measured 
in length from twe and three-quartrs to 
three feet. There is no signature that can 
be deciphered. It was a portrait of a 
boy with pale complexion, blue eyes, and 
fair hair, and in its general outlines bore 
a strong resemblance to the well-known 
pictures painted of Nelson in his later 
years. 

Mr. Finegan, who is no judge of art, 
seems to have paid little attention to his 
purchase, until a newspaper report of a 
court case in which a Romney’ substitute 
figured attracted his attention. He then 
thought that there might be something in 
his picture, and he made inquiries. None 
of the Dublin art dealers or connoisseurs 
appeared to know anything about the 
picture, until it was announced publicly 
yesterday that Mr. Finegan had gone to 
London on Thursday night to negotiate 
its sale to the British authorities. 

One of Dublin’s best-known judges of 
pictures, in conversation with an Irish 
Times representative last night, stated 
that he had been in London for the past 
week, and had heard nothing of the sup- 
posed Romney discovery. His business 
had brought him into contact with dealers 
and galleries, and he thinks that if any 
news of a new Romney had got to London 
he would have heard of it. 

The fact, however, remains that Mr. 
Finegan has taken his picture to London 
in the belief that it is a genuine Romney, 
and of considerable value.

SATISFACTORY FIGURES. 


From Our Financia, CORRESPONDENT. 

A decidedly hopeful and satisfactory 
report of this company’s operations during 
1926 was issued yesterday. Owing to the 
prolonged coal stoppage in the British 
mining industry, the net receipts for the 
year, in common with those of all other 
railways, have been very seriously .affected 
by the loss of revenue from coal traffic, 
the high cost of the foreign coal which it 
was necessary to purchase for the com- 
pany’s own use and the general decrease 
in production caused by the stoppage. 

The total receipts amounted to 
£1,786,692, a decrease of £174,886, but

Great interest has been aroused in the 
Chancellories of Europe by Mr. Coolidge's 
disarmament proposals, but the United 
States is more concerned with speculating 
why the President sprang his surprise 
than in studying the terms of the 
memorandum. ; 

Several theories are put fofward. One 
is that the President intended to put a 
spoke in the wheel of the ambitions of 
the Speaker, Mr. Longworth, as regards 
the Presidency. 

Another theory is that the Chief Execu- 
tive was seeking to divert public atten- 
tion from the urgent and vexed question 
of farm relief to the international horizon. 
Finally, it is suggested. that Mr. Coolidge 
was endeavouring to soften the abandon- 
ment by the United States of the idea of 
adhesion to the World Court. 

Even leaders in the United States 
Senate and members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee were ignorant of the 
announcement that was going to be made. 
The proposals are approved by Repub- 
licans, as well as by many Democrats and 
Independent Republicans. 

Though a certain pessimism prevails re- 
garding the prospect of tangible result, 
it is pointed out that the present position 
in China and the unknown attitude of 
Russia may cause other Powers, especially 
Great Britain, to-hesitate. 


JAPAN TO ACCEPT. 

It is stated by Reuter’s Correspondent 
at Tokio that the Japanese Government 
intends to accept the proposal for a naval 
disarmament conference, for three reasons : 
Firstly, Japan is already pledged to sup- 
port any real attempt to reduce arma- 
ments; secondly, she welcomes any chance 
to cut down expenditure; and thirdly, 
she believes that such a conference may 
help the cause of world peace. 


THE FRENCH VIEW.

KEEP THEIR JOBS. 
Lord Inchcape advocated the use of “ the 


axe ’’ inorder to reduce-taxation when he 
spoke at, the annual dinner of the British 
Wool, Federation at. Bradford last night. 

“A great many of the Government De- 
partments,’’ he said, '“ are over-staffed, 
and the officials, in order to keep their 
jobs, had constantly to be making sugges- 
tion ‘to their Parliamentary chiefs, who 
had no technical knowledge.

FROST AND FOG. 


Bright sunshine was experienced in 

Dublin yestefday, but in England there 
was a helt of fog stretching from the 
South-East coast to the Midlands. The 
weather was intensely cold, and 19 
degrees of frost were registered in. Bir- 
mingham, while in London it was only 
three degrees’ warmer. 
' The fog’s influence was severely felt. in 
the English Channel, and accounted for 
one shipping accident, which, fortunately, 
was unattended by loss of life. 


COLLISIONS IN THE GHANNEL. 

The Danish steamer Fidne, bound for 
Las Palmas, put into Dover yesterday 
afternoon, having been in collision south- 
east of the South Goodwins lightship with 
the Italian steamer Francesco Crampa, 
bound for Rotterdam. The latter sank 
almost immediately, but her crew of thirty 
were saved by the Danish vessel. 

Motor boats from Deal and Ramsgate 
spent hours looking for a barge that had 
been in collision with the steamer 
Mandala, and found her one and a half 
miles north-east of the Gull lightship 
with her bows stove in, the bowsprit 
carried away, and the bulwarks and wind- 
lass smashed. She had been lying at 
anchor when the collision occurred. The 
Mandala stood by and sent. out messages 
for help. 

It was one of the worst fogs experienced 
in the English Ohannel for some time, the 
visibility being only a few yards. 


AIR SERVICE RESTRICTED. 

Two Imperia] Airways liners—one from 
Paris and the other from Brussels—were 
forced to descend at Lympne, the coastal 
station, and their passengers completed 
the journey to London by car and train. 

The French Goliath also used Lympne 
as its English terminus, while the Dutch 
Air Company’s Fokker, Jupiter, carrying 
freight and mails for Amsterdam, started 
for the Continent from Lympne~instead 
of from Croydon, its traffic having been 
conveyed thither by special car. All 
these services were carried on without 
mishap. 

Visibility in London last night was not 
so bad as to interfere with rush hour 
traffic of business people and workers to 
their homes, but the fog was more dense 
in some of the outlying districts. 

North-West Leicestershire was en- 
veloped in a dense fog last night. 

The lakes and rivers in the Lake dis- 
trict are coated with ice.

ORIGIN OF THE. REVOLT. 


From “ Tue Times "’ CORRESPONDENT. 
LISBON,’ Friday. 

Occasional sharpshooting occurred last night, 
but was soon suppressed, and the city to-day 
is gradually assuming its usual aspect. . The 
banks, commercial houses, and shops are open 
again, and there are crowds in the streets 
examining the damage, especially in the Rua 
Escola Politchnica, where the house of the 
Duke of Pamella was greatly damaged by 
shells. Except in certain circumscribed areas, 
the general damage is not great in the city, 
but few houses escaped bullets in these areas. 

The origin of the revolt in Oporto and 
Lisbon is to be found in the fact that a num. 
ber of political leaders who were anxious 
to regain power: did not hesitate to promote 
a great conspiracy of Democrats, Nationalists, 
Radicals, and even Bolshevists, supported 
with large funds supplied by great financiers 
here.

WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

The fog in the House of Commons this 
afternoon was, if anything, a little more 
dense than the atmosphere outside. The sub- 
ject under discussion was rating, which had 
been selected by the Liberal Party by way of 
amendment to the Address. Possibly there 
were a few in the House who could claim 
that they had an intimate acquaintance with 
the system of rating, and were fully qualified 
to express an opinion as to the manner in 
which it should be varied to meet existing 
circumstances, but, for the most part, mem- 
bers, perhaps wisely, refrained from taking 

art in the discussion of so controversial and 
intricate a topic. 

The Liberal amendment was moved by Mr. 
Fenby, one of the members for Bradford. 
He was well supported by his colleagues, but 
both the Labour and Ministerial benches 
were very sparsely occupied. The gist of the 
Liberal complaint was that the already heavy 
burden of local rates was being constantly 
increased by the policy pursued by the 
Ministry of Health, and Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain was called upon to reconsider his 
ways. There were loud cheers when the hon. 
member, in the course of his speech, declared 
that he, for one, did not intend to leave the 
Party with which he had been so long asso- 
ciated, and Mr. Lloyd George, who . was 
sitting next to him, smiled broadly, and said, 
‘Hear, heat.”’” The cheers were renewed 
when Mr. George Thorne expressed a like 
resolution. 

Sir Robert Saunders, Conservative, agreed 
that the local rates ought to. be lowered; but 
he. made a sly hit at the Opposition by sug- 
gesting that. their extravagant Poor Law 
expenditure accounted in a large. measure for 
the very high rates. 

Mr. ‘Herbert ‘Williams put forward the 
proposal that new sources: of revenue should 
be strictly barred. This would ne local 
authorities to their senses and compel them to 
economise. 


MR. N. CHAMBERLAIN’S REPLY. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain chided the Liberals 
for bringing forward a subject which had been 
discussed time after time. No one disputed 
that the rates were pressing heavily. upon 
industry; but he quite failed to see how the 
remedy proposed—that of the taxation of site 
values—was going to help matters. What was 
really wanted was a new system of national 
and local taxation, one which would have the 
effect of spreading over a wide area some part 
of the burden now.frequently concentrated in 
certain places, He submitted one or two con- 
siderations. The first necessity was uniformity 
of valuation; the second, concentration of 
financial contro) in any area under one 
authority ; and the next. was to find a formula 
for the adjustment of the relations between 
national and local expenditure. It might, be 

ssible to deal with this matter in the Poor 

aw Reform Bill promised. for the autumn; 
but he could make no definite promise. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S VIEWS. 

Mr. Lloyd .George’s main argument was that 
all property should bear equally and equit- 
ably its share of Jocal taxation. The subject 
was a big one, and a whole year would not 
be a day too long for its ua ir considera- 
tion. He sttacked Mh. Churchill for '' raiding 
the Road Fund with a felonious intent.” He 
strongly suspected that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer had given the Minister of Trans- 
port a very strong hint, because there was 
absolute dawdling in the construction of new 
roads.

Sir Kingsley Wood, in winding up the de- 
bate, said that the ‘strike and the coal stop 
page had added from twenty to thirty millions 
to the rates, quite apart from the huge loans 
to mining areas. This one fact should make 
everyone learn the lesson that the avoidance 
of strikes and trade disputes was one path 
by which they might. attain to lower rates. 

The amendment was rejected by 244 votes 
to 88, and the House adjourned.

Street trading in Dublin will be con- 
ducted -under new 
Monday of next week. All persons who 
desire to carry on street trading must, as 
the first step, obtain a certificate from 
the police authorities, and those who trade 
from a fixed or a movable stall must, obtain 
a holder’s licence from the Corporation 
Offices at 28 Castle street. 

Where applicants for these licences do 
not trade from a stall or barrow, but wish 
to secure a particular pitch, the proposed 
pitches will be inspected: by a Corporation 
official, and will be allocated in accord- 
ance with his report to the Commissioners. 
Every licence will cost five shillings, and 
will remain in force for a year, unless 
previously revoked or terminated. 

Although some. objection has been made 
to the new regulatiofis, many applications. 
for stall-holders’ licences have been re- 
ceived by the City Commissioners. Many 
of them are from people who do not trade 
from a stall, but wish to obfain a pitch, 
and some time must elapse before the 
suitability of the pitches has been deter- 
mined. It is, therefore, possible that 
there may be some delay on the part. of 
traders in getting away from their old 
haunts into the streets now set aside for 
trading. | 

The work of enforcing the Street 
Trading Act will fall on the Civic Guards, 
and it is understood that the City Com- 
missioners will not allow it to become a 
dead letter. é 

It is probable “that when those traders 
who at first hold back see the large 
numbers complying with the new regula- 
tions they will follow suit. 


CLEANLINESS. 

One feature of the regulations that 
should be appreciated, more especially by 
patrons of the stall-holders, is the insjst- 
ence upon cleanliness and tidiness. It is 
ordained that food shall not be handled 
unless it is properly protected ‘rom contact 
with the hands. 

A fixed stall, booth, or other stand shall 
not exceed 8 feet in length, 5 feet im 
width or 6 feet above the ground; a 
movable stand may be 5 feet wide, but 
otherwise it must be within the limits 
“mentioned. 

Stall trading is prohibited in over 250 
streets, among which is Aston’s quay, 
except for the sale of books. Those who 
love to delve among second-hand books will 
thus have a very convenient rendezvous. 

Street trading of any kind, except the 
sale of newspapers, is prohibited in 
Grafton street, Nassau street, Dawson 
street, Suffolk street, Wicklow street, 
Exchequer street, South Great George’s 
street, College Green, College street, Dame 
street, Westmoreland street, Sackville 
street, North Earl street, Parliament 
street, and the portion of Talbot street 
between Gardiner street and Marlborough 
street.

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GOLD FROM THE 
OCEAN BED. 


DIVERS WORK IN WRECK 
OF THE LAURENTIC. 
Oe ee 


A graphic account of the difficulties and 
trials attending on the work of a diver was 
given yesterday afternoon in a lecture given in 
the Royal Dublin Society’s Members’ Hall by 

laptain G. Ci €, -Damant, R.N., entitled 
** Diving for Treasure.’’ 

The seven years’ task of salving gold from 
the wreck Of the Laurentic, which was sunk 
off the “Donegal coast in 1917 in twent 
fathoms of water, was described, and wi 
the aid of pictures and diagrams the activities 
of the divers were illustrated and explained. 
Captain Damant took part himself in the 
operations, and said that things went so well 
at the start that they hoped to be finished in 
a very short time, instead of having to spend 
years at the work. Patent devices of various 
kinds were used in the beginning to bring the 
remains of the ship to the surface, but in the 
end it was found that all had to be brought 
up by means of derricks and buckets. 

By October, 1922, the tide began to turn 
for the toilers, and between April and October 
a million and a half pounds worth of gold 
was brought up. The best day s haul resulted 
in a hundred and fifty thousand pounds worth. 
The Treasury got back more thah ninety-nine 
per cent. of the total amount which went 
down, at a cost of twenty-eight thousand 
pounds. During the salvage operations there 
were no accidents to those taking part.

| THE ENGLISH PRAYER BOOK. 
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(By rae Rev. G. A. CHAMBERLAIW, B.D., 
Canon or Curist CHURCH CATHEDRAL.J 
| HEN on Tuesday last ove Jooked, over 
W the great English | - and 
| saw column after ool valuable 
pace devoted, not merely to broad out-. 
Wada, but to the small details of the pro- 
posals for the revision of the Prayer Book 
submitted. by the English bishops to the 
Houses of Convocation, one realised ‘the 
lace octupied by that great manual of 
votion in the interest, affection and 
reverence .of the English people. Not only 
woven into the past history of the nation, 
but it is an important tof the fabric 
of the actual Jiving world at the present 
day. It- is.a matter of national concern, 
a 4 only touching the members of the Church 
of England at the tenderest moments of life, 
but p ing and informing all English- 


speaking Christianity, It is a national inherit- 
ance and a national possession. Its stately 


forms of the Church, its simplification of 
irit of sweet: reasonableness, 
and what Keble has called its “soothing |, 
tendency,” have set standards which, as t 4 
hop of Canterbury remirked, have no 
parallel. And these standards: affect and 
from the: See of Canterbury. 
Now, while this is so, yet it has long 
been clear to those who are most deeply 


that in some respects a further ‘revision ol 
the Prayer Book is desirable. . The English 
Prayer Book of to-dav is substantially that of 
two ‘hundred and fifty years ago. Since 
that. time two great religious movements have 
swept, .ovyer the . English Church. The 
Evangelical movement and the Oxford move- 
ment have both left a permanent mark upon 
the Church. Science also has given an en- 
tirély new‘ backgréund tó our thought during 
the past century, and neither the general out- 
look nor customs of the English people are 

recisely what they. were at the Restoration. 
Even the very language and forms of speech 
have been. modified.) ‘Lhe habit of. mímd | 
which desired to impose a rigid uniformity 
of worship and despised: “ enthusiasm ’’ such 
as’ dominated. the, Church in: Queen Annes 


while a new sense of dignity and beauty 
in public worship is seeking adequate expres- 
sion. For almost a century there has been 
an intensifying struggle going on in the 
Church between new custom demanded b 
the times and ancient law obviously anti- 
quated. In a living community of any kind 
where there is development such a friction 1s 
inevitable. One object of Revision is as 
far. as possible to bring the law into con- 
formity with custom which is well established 
nd not contrary .to principle. 
THE METHOD OF PROCEDURE. 

Trish ‘Churchmen, who are accustomed to 
the simple and _ intelligible methods of 
ecelesiasticaj. legislation in the Genera! 
Synod, will be amazed and perplexed at the 
gomplicated method of procedure in Eng- 
land. The “whole question is opened up by 
a Roval Commission. Convocations, the 
National Assembly and the House of Bishops 
all discuss, debate and pass. Then their 
agreeme®@t ehters the House of Parliament 
like any other: bill, and is subject to the 
changes and chances of this mortal life. It 
is now, sixty years since the endeavours began 
to revise and enrich the Prayer Book of 
the National Church. No one can say that 
the matter has been rushed. 

Members of the Church of Ireland, which 
has recently concluded the Revision of the 
Irish Prayer’ Book, will read with interest 
the proposals of the English bishops.’ Many 
of their suggestions’ we haire already adopted. 
Provision for ‘the shortening of Services, 
a discretion in the use of the Psalter, power 
to shorten the Litany, and a large number of 
simijar rubrical changes, which will, simply 
regularise custom in which all acquiesce, will 
probably, be ‘adopted. im England without 
debate and without protest. The softening of 
the somewhat blunt and brutal words of the 
old marriage service we have had for years, | 
though we have retained the word ‘‘ obey,” 
which the bishops propose to remove. But 
it 18 unnecessary to mention in detail what 
will probably be ‘gladly accepted by all, | 

There are, however several proposals which 
have ,already ,given rise to, some misgiving, 
and will probably be the “cause: of .con- 
troversy. It is perfectly true, ds the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury stated, that there is no 
doctrinal; change -either made or implied in 
the proposals, But, none the ,less, there ap- |, 
pears to be a feeling of uneasiness—in awhich} 
the Bishop of Birmingham shares—that in at 
least one case a doctrinal change may be read 
into the proposal. - This is, of cours®,’ the 
proposal to permit reservation for the :siek. 

Now}. from a purely practical point of view, 
and leaving aside for the moment any_ques- 
tion: of doctrinal significance, it is easy to

The proposed alterations in the Communion

of such a nature as. & arouse 
opposition. It has already Jed the Bishop of 
Norwith ‘to declare ‘his hostility: ‘Bverybody 
knows that what is known as the Prayer ot 
Oblation, which in, our Ottice comes after the 


Liturgiologists 
have long complained that its present separa- 
tion and position"is a blot upon pur Liturgy. 

It is- now proposed to restore it to its 
place in the Consecration Prayer, and also to 
ingert the very ancient : epiclesis or invoca- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, which, finds its place 
inthe Liturgy of the Episcopal Church of Scot- 
land. It is difficult to find anything in this 
which would imply any change in: doctrine, 
and any such objection is not likely to carry 
weight. But thé proposal’ is open to the 
objection that it establishes an alternative 
Order for Holy Communion, and it is on this 
point that the Bishop dissociates himself from 
his brethren. It is certainly not: desirable 
that there shouldbe two uses, and the. Bishop 
will probably find a considerable support. 

Prayers for ther departed find a place in 
the new proposals... The. Church of England 
has never gone the length of authoritatively 
condemning the, prectice, but at the’ Reforma- 
tion, for reasons which are well “known, 
they were removed from public worship, 
The practice is very general in private, 
and involves no doctrine incompatible with 
None the fess, 
it can hardly be supposed that the imtro- 
duction into public worship will be approved 
by everybody. —. 

Another proposal which may be more revo- 
lutionary than appears at first sight is the 
permission of extempore prayer at the end 
of Morning or Evening Prayer or any other 
Service. In some respects this is one of the 
most remarkable proposals made, for it 
marks a distinct breach. with past tradition 
in: the English Church. It is easy to see 
how valuable this liberty may prove, but, 
on the other, hand, it will certainly not be 
universally welcomed. 

A COMPOSITE BOOK. 

Nowhere is the stamp of the English mind 
so emphatic as«in the, regulations devised to 
overn the use of thfs ' Composite Book.’ 
he old Prayer Book and the new variants 
are printed side by side in the same volume, 
The rights of the clergy are safeguarded by 
the provision that a clergyman need not use 
any of the new, if he so desires. He may 
continue the old in its entirety. It remains 
the standard. On the other hand, the 
rights of the laity’ are safeguarded, for the 
clergyman can uge only such parts of the 
new form as the parishioners, speaking 
through the Parish Council, shall approve. 

In theory this means that every parish 
will have its.own use, and cuts across the 
rinciple enunciated in the Preface to the 

irst Prayer Book: “ Whereas heretofore 
there hath been great diversity in saying 
and singing in Churches SA . NOW 
from henceforth all the whole Realm shall 
have but one use.” But in practice—and 
this is what appeals to the English mind—it 
will probably be found to work well. Be 
this as it may, the plan is an interesting 
one as recognising the right of the laity 
in being consulted in the matter of worship 
and bestowing upon them an effective veto. 

The whole*matter is now before the English 
people, «who: are: most iconcerned. What the 
fate of the proposals will be it is, impossible 
to forecast. Suffice. it to say. that the 
ultimate decision does not rest with any party 
or faction, but with: the commonsense of 
the great mass of the English people, What-

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN 


SYSTEMS COMPARED. 
WASHINGTON (By Mail.) 

Sir Thomas Willes Chitty, Senior Master 
the Supreme Court of Great Britain, who has 
been in Washington testifying as a witness 
on English law in an alien property case be- 
fore the District of Columbia Supreme, Cour’ 
has had an opportunity to observe the wor 
ings of the American judicial system, as we!! 
as the American prohibition law. 

He pays a high tribute to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, but says thet 
England enjoys advantages in the procedure 
of her lower Courts which secures the promp' 
administration of justice, The United States, 
he said, enjoys a great advantage in having 
in its final Court of Appeal one judgmen'. 
which decides what the law is, compared to 
the English system, by which, in the Howse 
of Lords, each of the law lords expresses hi: 
own opinion and, although they may all come 
to one conclusion, they may do so trom 
different and sometimes conflicting reasons 

One advantage of the English judi ial 
system, he adds, is the fact that all pre 
liminary stages are left in the hands oí * 
body of officers, called masters, and in or 
dinary cases an action can be set down ‘°° 
trial within a very short period, sometimes 
as short as six. weeks. Sir Thomas praises 
the short caus@ list, by which a trial often 
takes place within four or five weeks, as one 
of the greatest improvements in English 
judicial procedure.—(Reuter.)

ALLEGED SLANDER. 
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FORESTERS’ GRAND CHIEF 
RANGER SUED. 
(BEFORE JUDGE PIGOT.) 

Edward Kelly, 26 Patrick street, Kings- 
town, an approved ro gt official, brought an 
action claiming £100 damages for slander 
against Jeremiah J. O’Looney, 1 Meade's 
terrace, off Hogan place, Dublin. 

The slanders complained of were alleged to 
have been spoken by the defendant, and were 
to the effect (1) that the plaintiff was a dis- 
credit to the Irish National Foresters’ Benefit 
Society; (2) that he had been expelled from 
the society and was kicked out of “ Billy 
Byrne branch, ' Kingstown, by the defendant 
personally; (3) that the plaintiff was guilty of 
watering milk, and (4) that he was concerned 
with matters relating to stolen bicycles. 

Mr. Kelly, examined by Mr, OhUadhaigh, 
solicitor, said that the words referred to were 
spoken in the hallway of 41 Rutland square 
prior to the hearing of a district arbitration 
award in connection with thé Irish National 
Foresters. He had been @ member of the 
“ Billy Byrne branch ” for twenty-six years, 
and was still a member. 

Mr. Gleeson (cross-examining)—Was there 
not considerable opposition to your continuing 
a member of the “Billy Byrne branch ’’? 

The Witness—On the part of a lot of new 
members who were introduced, to my mind, 
for that especial purpose. 

They passed a resolution expelling you from 
the branch?—That is so. sought every 
proper investigation. 

The witness added that he had received an 
order from Mr. Hutchinson, general secretary 
of the society, cancelling the expulsion. 

In further cross-examination, the witness 
said that he had been prosecuted for selling 
milk deprived of its fats. He had bought the 
milk from another person. He was convicted 
and fined £1. He also admitted that he 
had been prosecuted over the purchase of a 
bicycle, but the charge had been reduced to 
one of illegal possession, and the magistrate 
a Re the Probation Act.

one of the fundamental prineiples of the 

national programme, the restoration of Irish 

as the living language of the people, 
GRADUAL USE. 

As Irish had been well taught in the 
primary schools since the introduction of the 
new programme, and as the leaving age was 
new fourteen vears, the students at the new 
technical schools would have no difficulty 
in following instruction given through the 
medium of Irish, at least in such subjects as 
nature study, plant life, afforestation, farm- 
ing, woodwork, weaving, and cottage indus- 
tries, The County Technical Committees of 
Cork and Wexford were already doing good 
work in this respect. 

In the teaching of more technical subjects 
the use of Irish should be introduced gradu- 
ally in the Gaeltacht. In the Universities of 
Cork and Galway lectures had been given in 
Irish on advanced scientific subjects. Service- 
able text books were available on book- 
keeping, shorthand, and mathematics, .and 

Though the rtment of Technical In- 
struction in Ireland had achieved something, 
it was pet adapted to meet jocai require- 
ments; nor was it in close touch with the 
students’ activities. Outside the cities, and, 
to a certain extent, even within the cities, 
the classes had been largely of a cultural or 
commercial character. Languages had been 
taught, supposedly from the commercial 
standpoint. . 
PEOPLE'S CLASSES. 

Throughout the country the classes for the 
teaching of Lrish had become the most popular 
and the best attended. Such classes for 
language, history (general and local), 
geography, music, drama, farming, etc., might 
later form a nucleus for the development of 
people’s continuation schools, of which there 
Was a great need. These schools, as in 
Denmark, should be, in the main, under local 
popular control, and from them would spring 
good citizenship. 

Irish was to the vast majority of students 
more important commercially than IFrench, 
German or Spanish, and was calculated to 
awaken the mind and arouse a genuine 
interest in edueation. In the present cir- 
cumstances the type of school most likely 
to succeed would be a school of mixed 
character, partly enlitural and partly tech- 
nica], and attendance should be compulsory 
from 14 to 18 years of age, but the classes 
should be open te adults. 

The technical side should be brought into 
touch with local industries. Expert advice 
should be given as regards lace-making, 
knitting, ete., and as to the requirements of 
the markets. 

In the Gaeltacht all education should be 
through the medium of Irish, and immediate 
effect should be given to the recommenda- 
tions of the Gaeltacht Commission. — Five 
vears from now the same rule should he 
applied to the present semi-Gaeltacht. While 
local contro] should not be abolished, the rate 
for technical education should be stabilised. 
Annual courses of at least three months in 
special colleges, if necessary, should be pro- 
vided fo; selected teachers of Irish to equip 
them for giving instruction in technica] sub- 
jects in Irish. 

{RISH-SPEAKING SERVANTS. 

Professor J. Walsh, M.D., University Col- 
lege, Galway, said that the svstem of primary 
education in the Gaeltacht should be raisea 
to a higher standard. At present it was 
very low. and higher education was virtually 
unknown. As a result the people had no 
hope of employment unless they emigrated to 
America. 
of turning their thoughts eastward, instead 
of westward, and have ‘an opportunity of 
competing in the Trish labour market. 

Many people in Dublin were desirous of 
obiaining Irish-speaking servants, and hd 
thought that a bureau to enable people to 
get these servants should be established.
